The booklet, "Thia Week in To- 
ronto," had something to say about 
the gymnastic meet between Varsitjr 
and' McGill. , "McGill," It s'tated^^ "is 
sending up a strong teàm; and the 
college boya are looking /orward to 
eome closely contested events." Ex- 
pectations in this respect were fully 
realized;, and although the local 
boys won out, they had' by no means 
àn easy time of it, winning by a mar- 
gin of some 40 odd points In a pos- 
Bible 800.

bors suffered and are still suffering 
?' at the hands of those who saw it 
. tlirougli the near-sighted eyes of cus- 
V iom. The first cause of these pll- 



those who have to do with him. This 
is à remarkable fact when we con- 
sider the prejudice against the sect 
In the mfnds of most people at the 
time he reached Canada. The pil- 
grimages, of course, to those who 
knew no more, were ground enough 
for antipathy, but there were other 
causes. Their outlook on life was 
toUlly different from ours. The story 
Is told of a Russian general who was 
appointed to investigate the altitude 
of the sect to conscription. He 
^ummoned Uio Doukhobor eldere be- 
fore him, heard what they bad to say, 
and discussed it with them, trying to 
persuade them to yield to the law. 
He told them that in theory their 
views were oxcellent; that he, too, 
.would like wars to cease, and all men 
to live together lu harmony, and he 
believed It might some day come to 
pass, but the mistake made by the 
Doukhobors was that they wished to 
do right before other people were 
r«ady for it. "The time," he said, 
"has not yet come." "The time. Gen- 
eral," rei)llod these Illiterate peasants, 
"may not yet have come for you — but 
It has tor us.". 

That was the attitude they as- 
sumed toward all men. They would 
not reUliate. -Vs a result, when 
poverty In the first year of their so- 
journ in Canada drove tbem to navvy 
work 6n railroads, contracting gangs, 
etc., and this non-resistant principle 
became* known, mean advantage was 
taken of them. They .were made to 
work hard and were cheated out of 
their pay by Inhuman foremen. Ill- 
conditioned workmen plagued them, 
knowing them to be .vegetarians, 
they popped bits of meat Into their 
floup, stole their blankets, and 
treated tliera brutally in every pos- 
sible way. No wonder some arc em- 
bittered against Canadians; no won- 
der thoy did not want to confornl to. 
the wishes of the government, after 
tich thoughtless treatment. Incidents 
such as these must have been aggra- 
vating to anyone who was trying to 
help tho Doukhobors get on their feel. 
Undoubtedly they mado the work of 
Verlgin much harder. The Implicit 
faith- in .which ihe people of the Sect 
all held him, however, never wavered. 

Of later years the Doukhobors have 
been extending and forming settle- 



ments in 'Other , parts. 



About ten 



years ago, Verigin bought a large 
tract of fruit lands near Graiid Forks, 
in 'British Columbia. A sturdy oom- 
munity has grown up there. The 
farming was of a mixed kind, while 
small fruits were also cultivated. At 
about the same period land was taken 
up In the Kootenay and^ Slocan' Val- 
leys, near the city of .NeUoh. ' Of 
these; settlements I can speak from 
first hand knowledge, having spent 
Iwa years in the vicinity. Tlie chief 
centre was at Brilliant, where in time 
a jam factory was built. Here the 
lieutenant of Verlgin Is Alick Cherln- 
off, à man capable and shrewd, who 
8Ui>ervise8 also the settlements inithc 
Slocan Valley, at Perry's, Wlnlow, 
Koch's and Crescent Valley. In this 
part, the plots of ground are small 
and are not In close proximity to 
each other. Mixed farming Is carried 
on successfully. Small fruits for the 
Jam factory at Brilliant are grown, 
and flax, 'from -which they make their 
own linen. 

In these communities no regular 
plan in building the houses is fol- 
lowed. In most cases the ^res6nt 
dwelling having been built by the

They had suflT.'red during the cold 
prairie winter and they thought that 
' If only they could make a grand de- 
monstration the government would 
certainly consent to' transport them 
to a warmer land. As we know— 
these hopes were not realized. 
!.,At this point it might be advan- 
tageous to consider for a moment 
fie leader of the. seçt— Petejr; Verigin. 
We have learned how hé obtained the 
dignity and have heard something of 
his Influence up until the time he 
; reached Canada. His tash was not 
^|n- easy one. Having been absent In 
^;5*H^ tor fifteen years he needed ad- 
rice as to the circumstances and pr»- 
sent temper of his people. Here he 

P|j"howed tact by leeklnpr the aid of two 
; prominent members of the sect— ono 
leader of the Pilgrims, the other of 
the anU-Pllgrlras. ' With these he 
set himself with promptitude, flrm- 
^aesB and tact ib restore harmony 
^^(tauS 'to organize material prosperity 
on a communistic basis. His policy 
with the radical element was a dip- 
lomatic one and with few exceptions 
proved successful When he began 
his reign everyfhing ' was in confUT 
filon. A great waste of resources 
had Just taken place. Cattle and 
.*heep b.id been set iree. clothing .ind 
hamesK had beea burnt or abandoned, 
work had heen neglected, and enor- 
mous energy bad heen lost In a seml- 
' political, seml-religlous agitation 
which was quite abnormal. Never- 
theless after a year's communal ac- 
tivity he was abie to present accounts 
which close with outstanding liabi- 
lities rcmr.rlfably small. 

(In glancing over these accounts 
one Item I saw. proved a convincing 
argument In favor of the Doukhobors 
as opposed to some other of their 
former coiTntrymen — that Is, In ono 
year, ?I780 for Roap.) 



land. They are generally clean-look- 
ing and tidy, evidences of the untir- 
ing Industry of the Doukhobor wo- 
man. Of her, special mention should 
be made. She is essentially a woman 
of the outside — always healthy and 
strong^ she delights In her garden, in 
which she does most of the work. She 
is well up on right ways of preserving 
her fruit and vegetables, and her 
rules of domestic life are simple and 
effective. She Is plainly dressed,-^- 
a skirt which owes no allegiance to 
style, but Is long and amply wide; a 
brightly colored blouse of red, yellow 
or light brown calico; a spotless 
white shawl tied, over her closely- 
cropped hair; complete her wardrobe; 
She wears no shoes except on rare oc- 
casions. Her pleasures are few and 
simple, yet she hears her really heavy 
task with a smile. 

Of the men I cannot say so much. 
True, they, too, are generally pleas- 
ant to talk with, but they lack the 
nedtness of dress to a large extent. 
Many of them are rude looking. Only 
a few of the younger men shave at all. 
All are strong and big. 

They have a loose way of carrying 
themselve!. iliat is not admired i".d I 
have never yet seen one In a luirry 
— although Vhiy work regularly 
enough. They are, on the whole, 
exceedingly comfortable and happ>. 
Village life has great attractions lor 
them. Their working day is from 
five in tho morning until eight In the 
evening. .This is divided Into three 
shifts of five hours each, so arranged 
that each shift ^7ork8 fifteen horns 
every two days- 

This, of course, is not rigid— in fact 
in some places it is not the rule at 
all, but that la the plan on which the 
tasks are -lone. 

A word might be said here of the 
communal systeni. In theory, no 
man is supposed to own anyHiins at 
all, and all the money is to be handled 
by the central treasurer of the -colony. 
As a matter of fact there are some 
things they must own themselves, as 
clothes, ^tenslls and personal belon:- 
Ings, while many of them do not ve-. 
turn the .-^mall sums of money that 



Periodically the dlQ^erent colonies 
change habitations to break the mo- 
notony of the .^ame snrcoundings. It 
was no uncommon thing between the 
Slocan Vallo.v colonies to see a string 
of waggons filled with people leaving 
one colony In the morning. All day 
thejr would er jar , a good time with 
their friends and at -night instead of 
going home themselves they sent 
back their hosts and took charge of 
the new firm- This is only one of 
the little devices used to add variety 
to what would be otherwise a mono- 
tonous existence. 

Their attitude to education Is im- 
portant. At first they did not want 
to sen^d the children to school at all. 
They said (basins their argument on 
the study of arithmetic) that educa- 
tion was only learning bow to get 
ahead of others and they did not .want 
to do that All should be equal, was 
their principle. After a stubborn 
resistance this tendency has been 
overcome and gradually now all nlf- 
gible. children are attending schools, 
which are conducted by Canadian 
teachers wi|h Canadian text-books, 
and in every particular as ordinary 
public schools. Prior to 1916 tha 
government's policy In this matter 
was hesitant. The Idea at that time 
seemed to be to leave the Doukhobors 
to thethsetves hh much as possible- 
With- the realization of the danger of 
having a foreign element within t'le 
country, a change was made with tho 
result and success already mentioned. 

In spite of this and other such 
changes . in their attitude to, outside 
authority (which It is quite opposed 
to their principles to recognize at all) 
f strong prejudlcp has grown up 
against,. the Doukhobors. This lu 
evident In . the prairie provinces, and 
of late In those districts of 'British 
Columbia where 'iiey have been set- 
tling In increasing numbers In the 
last few years. Petition after peti- 
tion has ijeen sent to the governments 
hi;i't.h^pi;9.);ip(!jal and Dominion, Parlia- 
mentary representatives bave been 
interviewed and letters written, • all 
with the object of having tho Douk- 
hobors deported to any other country 
that will' take them. - This resulted, 
as we saw early In his paper, in an 
order-ln-councll of 1919, which said 
that, '"Whe^reaa owing to conditions 
prevailing as a result of the war, a 
widespread feeling exists throughout 
Canada and more particularly tu 
ÀVes'tern Çanadîi, that Immigrants un- 
desirable owing to peculiar .customs, 
habits, et'j., and Doukhobors' and 
Mennonltea are of this class. There- 
fore these are prohibited to land In 
Canada till otherwise ordered." Whe- 
ther or not this Is right, Just or even 
advisable'j'lsj not here to ; say. Wo 
can,^ howèvei", answer the question of 
"What fâtilè are they to Canada?" 

If we were to ask this of the sett- 
lers In the neighborhood of Doukho- 
bor colonies, a ijreat majority would 
h&n llttlè to say on behalf of tho 
foreigners; Yet they should know. 
On the contrary, this Is not altoge- 
ther In accordance with the truth. 
•The Doukhobors love their old cus- 
toms and stick by them. In many 
cases these were aggravating and 
troublesome enough. They were for- 
bidden to take life. It is said when 
they caught the grasshoppers eatlns 
their grain, they took them off their 
own farms and let them go into the 
next man ',s plot 

They were not always as modest 
as they might be and at times their 
morals are lax. These character-
